combustible, and it has been used for 
illuminating purposes as well as for 
cooking, the possibilities of straw gas 
nre not yet fully determined, the de­ 
partment says. In order to determine 
the exact commercial value of the gas 
David J. Price, engineer In charge of 
the new office of development work, 
a subdivision of the bureau of chem­ 
istry designed to help commercial and 
industrial concerns to use new proc­ 
esses and discoveries developed in the 
bureau, has placed Ii. E. Roethe, Jr., 
in charge of a series of production 
tests with the experimental apparatus 
at Arlington. 


May Have Economic Value. 


The work can be carried on but 
slowly owing to the limited funds 
available at present, hut it is planned 
to do much that will determine the 
quantity and nature of the gas that

'cornstalks, corncobs and other vege­ 
table matter usually burned as waste. 
If the results of these tests warrant 
further investigation the experiments 
will be extended to the problem of 
plant equipment for producing the gas 
on a scale sufficient to allow the 
farmer to supply light and heat for his* 
house, power for stationary engines 
and possibly for his tractor, from a 
small individual outfit.

any public Improvement, or In the 
con- 


struction, purchase. Of condemnation of 
any public utility, or part thereof, or fa- 
cility therefor. If such public improve- 
ment or public utility, or part thereof, 
whether separately or in connection with 
any other public improvement or public 
utility, or part thereof, may reasonably 
be expected to yield revenue in excess of 
operating expenses sufficient to pay the 
interest and sinking-fund charges there- 
on.

In incurring Indebtedness for any pur- 


pose the city of Philadelphia may lasu.

Nor was the country surprised to read 
In the headlines the morning after elec- 
tion that Tilden, the Deniocratic candì- 
dato, hod won the race.

phu'allty of 2rAOOO In the popular vote. 
His election indeed rested on IJie same 
basis as Cleveland's in 18S4 and Wil- 
e<jn s in 1910. 
But in 1S7G tlie Repuh- 
licians Jiad not yet acquiesced in the 
suppression of the negro vote In the 
South. 
And if the negroes had not 
been "persuaded" by various means 
from going to the pnlls, Tilden could 
not have been elected. 


Both the Republicans and the Dem- 
ocrats claimed to Imve carried Louisi- 
ana, South Carolina and Florida, and 
from tliose states two sets of returns 
were sent to Washington. 
Who should 
decide between them? 
Tlie Constitu- 
tion provides merely that the president 
of the senate shall, in the presence of 
the senate and house, open the certi- 
ficates, "and the votes shall then be 
counted."

To guarantee a calm, judicial decision 
the remaining third were justices of

Ne\ c-rtheless. the commission 
pro- 
ceeded to decide every essemiul ques- 
tion in favor of Hayes by ii strict party 
vute of S Ui 7. Alas, the partisan 
zeal of that /everiijh hour burned juiit 
as fiercely bonouth the gowns of the 
justices as under the frocli couts of 
the legislators. 


The judgment 
of the 
connuisslon 
was without force in law until adopted 
by the two opposing houses, and some 
disappointed Democrats In the house 
balked at ratifying the decision against 
Tilden, 
But representatives of Hayes 
wlUspered to certain soutiiern Demo- 
crats in a secret conference at Worra- 
Jey's hotel that If they would let the 
Kepublicans have tlie presidency, the 
Republican president wouit} let them 
have their own state governments. Tlie 
bargain 
having been struck, It was 
kept. 
After a turbulent night session 
of the house the result of the election 
was declared at four o'clock in the 
jjiorning of JIarch 2. 1877, just 56 hours 
before tlie inauguration. 


For three months Hayes himself had 
heen aJternatlng from day to day be- 
tween expectation of success and de-

Kven when he started for Wash-

partijig speech 
that he ixiignf oe hack with them and

Willi those watchwords Hayes had 
saorlflcod himself and his administra- 
tion to reuniie North and South, to 
cleanse the civil service and to regen- 
erate the Ropuhilcan party. 
So qul- 
etiy, so coldly, so undramatically did 
he go about all those great objects 
that ho remained to the end of hli 
term one of tJio most misunderstood, 
most underestimated 
presidents, 
the 
Republican loaders hating him as an 
apostate and the Democrnts despis- 
ing him as á fraud. 


He selected one of the most dis- 
tinguished cabinets in history. 
But 
ho did it without consulting 
party 
loaders or considering the claims of 
factions, 
and 
the 
offended 
sonale 
threatened and muttered for nearly 
a week before it confirmed the nomi- 
nations. 
To the disgust of "practical 
politicians" he "throw away" a high- 
class foreign mission on a man like 
James Russell Lowell, "a díií?hed lit-

Cameron 
said, and ho enraged Roscoe Conk- 
Miig by Hinging the political machine 
of tho Imjierious senator out of the 
federal olllces in -New York city.

MAY HfiVE ECONOMIC VALUE

Washington.—A 
gas which is ob- 
tained by the destructive distillation 
of wheat, oat and rye straws is now 
being produced upon a small scale at 
the experimental farm of the United 
States department of agriculture at 
Arlington, Va, 
Although an automo- 
bile has boon operated with the new 
combustible, and it has been used for 
illuminating purposes as well as for 
cooking, the possibilities of straw gas 
are not yet fully determined, the de- 
partment says. 
In order to doternfine 
the exact commercial value of the gas 
David J. Price, engineer in charge of 
tho now oiiico of development work, 
a subdivision of the bureau of chem- 
istry designed to help commercial and 
industrial concorns to use new proc- 
esses and discoveries developed In the 
nuroau, has placed H. E. Roothe, Jr., 
in charge of a series of production 
tests with tlie experimental apparatus 
at Arlington. 


May Have Economic Value. 


The work can bo carried on but 
slowly 
owing 
to the limited 
funds 
available at present, but it Is planned 
TO do much "that will determine the 
quantity and nature of the gas that 
may be obtained from wheat, oat, bar- 
ley, rye and rice straws, and from 


• cornstalks, corncobs and other vege- 
table matter usually burned as waste. 
If the results of those tests warrant 
further investigation the experiments 
will be extended to tho problem of 
plant ociuipment for producing the gas 
on a 
scale sufliciont to allow 
the 
farmer to supply light and heat for hiS' 
house, power for stationary 
engines 
and possibly for hfs tractor, from a 
small individual outfit. 
If a suitable 
unit can bo constructed so that the 
farmer's initial cost will be small. It 
seoms llkeiy that the straw gas may 
have a certain economic value In the 
sections of the country whero the raw 
material from which the gas is made 
Is now considered as waste and burned 
or left to rot on the fields. In some 
sections of the country the straw is 
used as a fertilizer, but in the West 
and Northwest there is an unlimited 
supply of tho material available for 
conversion into light and fuel for the 
farmer. 


While It has been possible to operate 
an automobile with .^itraw gas and it 
Is known that 50 pounds of straw will 
produce about 300 cubic feet of gas— 
an amount sufficient to drive a light 
•roadster 15 miles—tho problem of re- 
ducing the gas tnr liquid form or con- 
densing it s\ifllciently to allow It to 
be carried convenlontly Is an essential 
one that must be solved before straw 
gas can bo considered as a possible 
motor fuel. 
This will be another of 
the tasks taken up by the engineers 
in the development division. 


Ig Not New Thing. 


Straw gas is not a new thing.

George Harrison, a Canadian engineer 
at Moosojaw, In 1914, who later co- 
operated on the project with Profes-

However, the fuel 
supply was carried In a large fioxible 
bag on the top of the car—a method 
of doubtful practicability. 


Several valuable*^by-products are ob- 
tained in tho manufacture of the gas. 
Carbon residue suitable for manufac- 
turing lampblack of exceptionally fine 
quality is one. Q'his residue also con- 
tains certain amounts of potash, phos- 
phate 
and 
nitrogenous 
compounds 
which give it fertilizing value. 


The tar and ammoniacal liquids re- 
sulting from the process, aside from 
their value as disinfectants and pre- 
servatives, nuiy prove useful in the 
dye Industry. 
If the engineers suc- 
ceed in perfecting the present appara- 
tus and in reducing tho cost of pro- 
duction, there Is no doubt that straw 
gas will have an Important commer- 
cial future.

That the area on the Gettysburg 
Battleflold occupied by detachments of 
the United States Army from June 
1917, to October 31, 1919. has not been 
i^stored to the condition it was in be- 
fore the camp was built is a statenipnt 
made by the Gettysburg National Mil- 
itary Park Conunisslon} in the an- 
nual report submitted to the War De- 
partment! The camp equipment was 
removed, following sale, by th^ Lewis 
Wrecking Co.. Chicago. 
A large area 
remains covered with the debris of the 
camp; several miles of tarvia-covered 
I'oads and deep drains running in all 
directions mar the different areas of 
the battlefield. An appraisement of 
the damage sustained by tenants has 
been made and an estimate has been 
made of the amount of work to be dono 
to restore the land to its original con- 
dition. 
Of the land owned by the gov- 
ernment, nineteen farms, or a total 
of 1,400 acres, were leased to t^enants 
during the year. 


Each year the Federal government 
appropriates $50,000 for the mainte- 
nance of the field and salaries of the 
commissioners. 
Last year, according 
to the report, it cost the commission 
$49.905.57 to keep the grounds in first 
class condition. 
The total land own- 
ed by the United States was given as 
2,530 acres.

OIL ALONG TONEWAGO? 


York Havpn. Oct. 20.—By present 
indications this section of the state 
may'develop into a new oil and gas 
fleld, as experts who have been ex- 
ploring "through this 
vicini'ty 
state 
that the oil sand found here is part 
of a vein which extisnds over a wide 
area in a southwest direction, as far 
as Gettysburg. ¿Leases of land were 
reported a week 
ago. William G. 
Vance, 
ropresenling 
Samuel 
Sw'Stt. 
Now York, said to be in the interes'ts 
of the Standard Oil company, is en- 
deavoring to get options on more land 
through this part of the county. 
Near- 
ly all land owners in tba neighborhood 
have been approached by Vance with 
the proposition to lease ground. 
This, 
however, is not 'the first knowledge 
obtained of the existenoa of oil in this 
community. 
About five years ago oil 
sand was struck on the Jacob Bruaw 
'farm, which yielded a good quality of 
crude oil. But the bed tapered out 
and was not followed out, and no 
fiirther attempt made to traoa i't. The 
promoters have succeeded in signing 
up two residents for l e a s e s l a n d . 
Jacob Bruaw and John Cassel. The 
land which Mr. Bruaw has leased to 
them is a tract of clear land, contain- 
ing 10 acpas. bordering on the Big 
Conewago creek. 
The conditions of 
the leases are: "That operations be 
started within six months; that the 
owner of the land receive 12V2 per 
cent, profit of the production, of oil; 
and if gas be found, as is expected, 
that he receive a supply for domestic 
use." The promotor stated that work 
will probably be started in 'the erect- 
ing of machinery for drilling by No- 
vember 1st.

Ordinarily the fall crop* of pigs is 
fnrrowed between the middle of Au- 
gust hnd the 10th of October.

are 
farrowed. 
Similarly,

pigs, 
after they are weaned, should be treat- 
ed the samo as spring pigs, except that 
In many parts of the country fall pigs 
do not have access to green forage 
crops. 
Y.oung Pigs Require Special Attention. 


In the northern and

iious, specinl .attention should be de- 
voted to housing 
and 
bedding 
the 
porkers, particularly ^the young pigs. 
These youngsters should never he al- 
lowed to sleep in sheds or pens where 
thpy are exposed to rain or snow, nor 
should they be allowed to lie on damp 
hetiding.

with plenty of dry, bright, clean bed- 
ding frequently—once every

Woodnick is tho athletic director of the 
hospital and Charlie While, li^ihtwelpht prize ilghter, is in charge of the exer- 
cises. Capt. F. A, Walters Is in charge of the shell-shock ward. 


Already 40 cases have been received from France. 
All of these men 
"were in some stage of temporary insanity as a result of shocic. ,Tlie theory 
on ^YhIch the work Is being done Is that physical development first and mental 
development later will bring about recovery. 


The lirst exercise the men are put through is rope skipping. Tlieu comes 
handball. 
This Is strenuous, 
After that comes light work in basket ball, 
boxing and the like. Every day the amount of work is increased until finally 
the man will be getting the same amount of work as a boxer in training for 
a big match. 


In sojiie cases recovery is effected in as short a time as ten days. 
This 
has been the fact In a number of cases at the new base. 
The men are then 
fient home on a furlough to rest up. 


Of the 40 cases in the hospital, only a small percentage are violent. 
But 
even these work out under guard. 
Some will only work to music. 
Some

the hospital, which will be equipped to care for 1,500 men. The final capacity 
Is to be 6,000, Buildings—temporary wooden structures—are being built all 
over the historic parade grounds.

Salt Lake Is 75 Miles Long, 
30 to 50 Miles Wide, and Has 
An Average Depth of 20 Feet 


Perhaps no salt ponds anywhere in 
the world possess so many natural ad- 
vantages as tho Great Salt Lake, says 
Stanley W. Todd, in Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine. 
Lying as it does in 
one of tho groat valleys of the Rock- 
ies, on the eastern edge of tlie great 
basin, tho lake 
extends 
north 
and 
south for 75 miles, while its width va- 
ries from 30 to HO miles. It has an 
average depth of 20 feet and is 4,218 
feet above tho sea level. There Is lit- 
tle rainfall throughout the year, and 
tho ever-present sun. together with the 
fiat .shores, contribute to the ideal con- 
ditions of summer operation. 


Tho lake has no outlet and tho water 
Is as nearly saturated with salt as it 
can bo without crystallizing. 
Great 
strides have been made in recent years 
in the methods of making high-grade 
salt, botli by tho grainer and vacuum- 
pan processes. 
Solar evaporation and 
grainer methods are used at Salt Lake, 
the inill being located at a place call- 
ed Saltair. 
During the season when 
the harvesting is under way, the water 
is pumped from the lake nt the rate 
of from 10,000 to 12,000 barrels a day, ) 
tho pumping being carried on from ten 
to 14 hours.

•cooking is by utilizing the furnace 
fire. 
Dishes that can- be cooked in a 
casserole are becoming more and more 
popular and the funhaco offers an 
economical way of preparing them. 


Every furnace has, just within the 
coaling door, a wide ledge capable of 
holding 
a 
good-sized 
vessel. 
This 
ledge is an excellent place for cook- 
ing dishes which require slow baking 
or a sort of stewing. 
Beans as pre- 
pared in New England are deliclously 
cooked on this ledge. 
For them an 
earthen pot is even better than a cas- 
serole. 
It should be large enough to 
contain an extra amount of water, for 
the evaporation is more rapid in so 
highly-heated a place than in a stove 
or range oven, 


A bean-pot, an earthenware vessel 
with a handle making it look almost 
Hke a mug, is the best kind of uten- 
sil as it has something by which it 
can be moved. 


The shape and size of the bean-pot 
leaves space on tho ledge for some 
other vessel. Puddings and escalloped 
dishes can be well-cooked and soup 
can be made to simmer if the fire is 
at a low temperature. Casserole cook- 
ery also adapts itself to furnace prep- 
aration especially in the unglazed for- 
eign casseroles. 
The glazed articles 
may crack in time under such heat as 
glows in a furnace.

were about the grave, made them line 
up, put himself in the center and had 
the scene recorded.

With the British-American Armies, 
—German deviltry seemed to know no 
bounds in the last days of fighting on 
the British front, after the Hinden- 
burg line had been shattered. 
They 
attached grenades to the bodies of 
dead Huns left behind in the German 
retreat, so that when the bodies were 
lifted the grenades exploded, killing 
or wounding the bearers. 


Near the town of Le Gateau, a num- 
ber of Australian stretcher bearers 
were killed by these grenades in at- 
tempting 
to 
remove 
some 
German 
dead from the field fi'om in front 
of an American machine-gun position. 
Thereafter, no Australian would put 
hand on a dead German. 
In some 
cases the bodies were di-agged to their 
burial places by means of a long 
rope, 
which 
allowed 
the 
stretcher 
bearers to keep out of range of any 
exploding hand grenades. 


The Americans, on the other hand, 
hit upon a plan of making the Ger- 
man prisoners bury their own dead. 
In one instance, a Boche prisoner was 
summarily shot because he refused to 
remove the body of one of his dead 
companions. 
An examination of the 
body later led to the discovery that 
it was mined. The German was aware 
of this fact and refused to touch i t 


In one small town evacuated by the 
Germans, many of the beds 
were 
found to be mined. An American ofli- 


cer, tired and worn by hard fighting» 
sought rest on a lounge in a room pre- 
viously occupied by a German oflicer. 
The lounge blew up and he was In- 
stantly killed. 


Another oflicer picked up a pair of 
field glasses, left by the Germans, and 
Avas adjusting the focus when 
the 
glasses exploded In his hands and 
blow away part of his face.

Hickory Nuta and Cheese.—Beat to 
a cream one tablespoonful of butter, 
then add six tablespoonfuls of cream 
cheese. 
Mix thoroughly, adding oil if 
liked, to make it creamy. 
Mave ready 
0 qunrter of a pound of hickory nuts 
chopped fine, and blend with the cheese 
paste; season with salt, pepper and a 
little lemon juice; make in balls and 
serve as a soind on lettuce leaves. 


Onions on Toast.—Chop six onions 
fine, then boll twenty minutes In one 
pint of boiling water to which a little 
salt has been added. 
Drain off the

Garnish with sprigs of parsley 
and crescents of hard-boiled eggs. 


Cream Sponge Cake.—Roii two cuih 
fuJs of granulated sugar with haif » 
cupful of water until It threads.

eggs; beat until cold, add the juice 
and rind of an orange and two cujv 
fuls of pastry fiour; lastly fold In the 
stiffly beaten whlt^es of eight eggs. 


Sorbet.-—Make a sirup of two cup- 
fuls of water and two'cupfuls of sug- 
ar; boil fifteen minutes, add one can 
of shredded pineapple, one and 
one- 
third cupfuls of orange Juice, one-half 
cupful lemon juice; strain and add 
one quart of apollinaris water, freeze 
to a mush, using equal parts of Ice 
and salt. 
Serve In frappe glasses. 


Maple Custards.—Beat six eggs until 
foamy, add a pinch of salt and slowly 
half a cupful of thi-^k maple sirup and 
three cupfuls of milk.

The most satisfactory event to marlc 
so f a r the work of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History in its exca- 
vation of the Pueblo ruin at Aztec, N. 
M., is tlie recent discovery of what was 
evidently the holiest shrine of this pre- 
historic people, records Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine. 
It takes the form 
of a room, hare of furniture, but in 
perfect condition. The wails are plas- 
tered, and are iialnted In a glaring 
white 
with dull red borders and a 
frieze of triangular designs. 
On the 
ceiling beams are strange marks made 
by rubbing the palm and fingers in 
white paint, and then pressing them 
upon the wood. ^ From 
these 
beams 
Lang 
several strands 
of beautifully 
made rope, presumably for the support 
of some sacred olijects.

ing. too, Is caiwed a serpent, two and 
one-half feet in length, and in design 
unlike anything known to the archeolo- 
gists in charge.

Specifications 
Determined 
by 
Thorougli Investigation by 
Bureau of Markets. 


GRADE FflNGHKOMMEHDED 


Largò 
Percentage 
of 
Crop 
Should 
Meet Requirements of Grade No. 
1—Defective Stock, When Pres- 
ent, Must Be Removed. 


Standard grades for potntoos were 
rocommended by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture and the United 
States 
food - administration 
on Sop- 
lember 10. 1017. The spocifications 
were determined by thorough investi- 
gations conducted by the imreaxi of 
markets of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


In order to reduce waste and con- 
serve transportation facilities during 
tlie war emergency tlie food adminis- 
tration issued a rule, effective Jnnu- 
' ary 31. 1918. requiring tiie use j)f the 
United 
States 
potato 
grades by li- 
censed dealers. 
The results obtained 
were so satisfactory that when 
this 
regulation was canceled on December 
10, 101S. the use of the grades, to a 
large extent, 
was continued 
volun- 
tarily. The universal use of the stand- 
ards during the war emergency afl'ord- 
ed the investigators of the bureau of 
markets an excellent 
opportunity io 
study in detail the various sppciflra- 
tions, 
and 
determine 
whether any 
changes were desirable. 
As a result, 
a few chaj^ges were recommended on 
February 10. 1019. 


Because of the large, briijlit. smooth 
potatoes grown in some regions, espe- 
cially in 
sections 
of 
the 
western 
states, those interested 
demanded a 
grade with higher requirements than 
those of United States grade No. 1, in 
order to provide for stock of high 
quality, which Is sold to a special ^lass 
of trade. 
To meet this demand, the 
United States grade Fancy now is rec- 
ommended. 
In 
addition 
to 
United 
States grade No. 1 and United States 
grade No. 2. 


This recommendation does not mean 
that all crops of potatoes should he 
sorted into throe grades. 
A large per- 
centage of the commercial 
ci'op in 
most of the potato-producing sections 
of the country 
should meet the re- 
quirements of United States grade No. 
1, and this grade will provide for most 
of the tra<le demands. 
Potatoes of 
better 
than 
average 
quality 
can he 
carefully graded and sold a s United 
States grade Fancy, while smaller po- 
tatoes, or those of inferior 
quality, 
can be marketed as United 
States 
grade No. 2. It is prol)abIe that many 
of 
the commercial 
potato-producing 
sections will have little use for the 
United States grade Fancy. 


Observations made in the producing 
sections 
show 
that 
there is a ten- 
dency to regard sl55ing as the only es- 
sential to proper grading. 
It should 
he emphasized 
tlint. In addition to

proper sizing by hand or machine, the 
defective stock, when present, must be 
removed in order to meet grade re- 
quirements. 


United States Grade Fancy, 
^ihis grade shall consist of sound 
potatoes of c;ie variety which a r e ma- 
ture, bright, smooth, well shaped, free 
from 
dirt or other 
foreign 
matter, 
frost injury, sunburn, second growth, 
growth cracks, cuts, scab, blight, soft^^ 
rot. dry rot, and damage caused by« 
disease, Insects, or by mechanical or 
other menns. 
The range in size shall 
!;e stated In terms of minimum and 
maximum diameter or weight follow- 
ing the grade name, but in no case 
Mmll the diameter be less than two 
, inches.

"Rright" means free from dirt or 
other foreign matter, damage or dis- 
coloration from any cause, to an ex- 
tent 
such that the outer skin (epi- 
dermis) has the attractive color nor-

"Smooth** means free from second- 
growth, growth crack, and other ab- 
normally rough surfaces.

shaped" means the normal,

"Soft rot" means a soft, mushy con- 
ditlmi of the tissues from 
whatever 
cause, 


"Practically, free" means that the 
appearance shallvnot be injured to an 
extent readily apparent upon 
casual 
examination of the U)t, and that any 
damage from the causes 
mentioned 
can be removed by the ordinary proc- 
ess of paring without appreciable In- 
crease in waste over that which would 
occur if the iiotato were perfect. Loss 
of outer skin (epidernjis) only shall 
not be considered as an Injury to the 
appearance.

RELEASE DAIRY COWS QUICK 


Jerk of Lever Unties Animals In Barn 
at Soldiers' Homo Farm Near 
Washington. 


There is in practice at the United 
States soldiers' home dairy 
farm In 
AVashington. D. C.. a method by which 
every cow on eltlier side of the barn 
may, in case of fire, be released by 
the jerk of a lever. 
Each cow is tied 
by a chain, the last link of which Is 
fitted over a projection of a rod which 
extends along the entire length of the 
manger and Is connected with a Jever 
at either end. 
When this lever is pull- 
ed the projections of the rod Into each 
chain are drawn out and all of the 
cows are released. 
A surprise 
fire 
drill Is given about once a month. At 
one of these drills receptly 125 cows 
wei'e taken from the barns in less than 
two minutes, which Is a good record.

To the Voters of 


Adams County: 


As a candidate for the Legislature, I feel that 
the voters of Adams County are entitled to a plain 
statement from me'as to my position on the subject 
of Prohibition. 


In my primary campaign I stated that I was in 
favor of the Prohibition Amendment, and would op- 
pose any effort to repeal it. 
That is my present po- 
sition and will be if elected to the Legislature. 


I also stated that I was in favor of a more lib- 
eral interpretation of The Volstead Enforcement Act 
in so far as the making of cider and vinegar is con- 
cerned ; since that time the Federal Revenue Com- 
missioner has lemedied that feature by permitting 
the making of cider. 
Therefore, I am in favor of 
the Volstead Act remaming as it is, with the rigid 
enforcement of it not only "by the Federal officers, 
but also by the State Police and local authorities; 
and will, if elected, oppose any modification of the 
same which would increase the alcoholic content of 
any beverage.

AMES A. GARFIELD fell a sacri- 
fice to the spirit of faction and oí 
the spoils system. 
Although this gen- 
tle, kindly man' was not of the heroic 
stuff that martyrs are made of, his 
blood became the seed of better things 
In our politics. 


Rarely If ever has a president taken 
up the burden of the ofiice with a larg- 
er measure of good will from the peo- 
ple, regardless of party and of fac- 
tion, than flowed out to Garfield as he 
stood on the steps of the capítol In 
the sunshine of his Inaugural day, the 
picture of rol)Ust American manhood 
[in its prime. 
His first kiss, after kiss- 
ing the BIhle In tho presence of a 
multitude of witnesses, was for tho 
aged mother, who. In a forest iuit, had 
started him on his way to tho White 
House and who held a place of honor 
beside the schoolmate sweetheart who 
had been his faithful companion all 
along tho I'oad. 


" 'One thing though lackest yet/ and 
that is a slight ossification of 
the 
heart." John Hay had written to the 
president-elect. 
This lack was fatal. 
Had his heart been harder. Garfield 
would have made his administration 
Avholly his own. lifting it above fac- 
tions, and he might have lived through 
a prosperous term» 
Instead, he re- 
mained his few months In the White 
IIousG what he had been in congress, 
a lieutenant of Blaine, whom lie ap- 
pointed to the secretaryship of state— 
"wMtli the love of a comradeship of 
eighteen years"—and who became a t , 
once the power behind the throne. 


Tlie only president to step directly 
from the capítol to the White House, 
ho was without executive e-xperlence or 
tastes. 
Ills whole training had been 
to debate and compromise, not to act 
or decide on his sole responsibility. 


Garfield himself wns rather 'Indiffer- 
ent to factions. liking to get along with 
all men. 
He appreciated Conkllng's 
reluctant but timely support in 
the 
campaign and Invited him out to Men- 
tor in the winter to talk over the New^ 
York patronage. 
He thought of invit- 
ing him Into the cabinet' itself, until 
Blaine whispered no. 


Less than three weeks after he took 
his seat, Garfield told the senator that 
ho was not yet ready to consider the 
question of filling tne New York of- 
fices. 
Only 48 hours^fterward, he fill- 
ed them, nominating for the highest of 
those oifices Blaine's best friend and 
Conkllng's worst enemy in Ne^v York.

When the confilct was bitterest and 
when the "Stal\varts" were losing, at 
Albany, a disappointed place hunter at 
Washington, Charles J. Guiteau. con- 
ceived the mad idea of saving the sit- 
uation with a pistol shot, and he posted 
himself at the railway station, where 
his victim was to take a train for Mas- 
sachusetts. 
The president was going 
buck to Wjlllanis college, the goal of 
his struggling youth, and was smiling 
like i\ boy olT for n vacation as lie 
entered the waiting room at tho rail- 
way station with Blaine at his side.

MAY BE HAPPY 


Products of the Vineyards Are in 
Big Demand, Says tlie 
Federal Government. 


FRUIT riKDS NEW OUTLETS 


Makers of Unfermented Juice, 
Jams 
and Jellies Are Utilizing an In- 
creasing Tonnage Each Year— 
Co-operate Handling Crop. 


Washington.—Aside from California, 
the 
grapo-growing 
industry 
in 
the 
United States promises soon to become 
of even greater importance than in 
the days before the making of wine 
was prohibited, according to an an- 
nouncement just made by tho United 
Slates department of agriculture. 
A 
big demand has developed for grape 
products and the shipments of grapes 
last year were the largest for the lost 
four seasons under review. 
It is even 
predicted that within a few years an- 
nual production of grapes will 
not 
adequately supply the table stock and 
the unfermented juice, jam and jelly 
trade. 


"While grapes may be produced al- 
most anywhere,** says a bulletin from 
the department, "there are. it seems, 
only a few districts where all 
the 
factors of sod and climate favor suc- 
cessful commercial 
production." 


It Is pointed out that the extensive 
grape-growing Industry of central and 
southern California is not included In 
the article, which Is limited to sec- 
tions producing the eastern or Amer- 
ican type of grapes. 


Michigan Growers Wise.' 


The surplus production in the years 
between 1002 and lOOS stimulated the 
grape-presHing industry. Including un-

fermented and fermented grape juice 
or wine." the bulletin snys, 
"It is in- 
teresting to note that while the ten- 
dency up to that time had been from 
wine-grape production to ta^le-stock 
production, the tendency changed l)e- 
tween .^004 and 1918, and more and 
more of the tonnage was used for 
wine and unf^rmented grape juice. 


*'The 
requirements 
of 
stock 
for 
pressing are so much lower than those 
for table stock that a gradual letting 
down in the quality of the pack and 
in the eft\ciGncy of distribution 
was 
noticeable In New York, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio during these years. 
Michi- 
gan, however, built up an extensive 
trade for table stock packed in four- 
quart baskets. 
At the present time, 
when prohibition legislation has cut 
off the old-time wine outlets, that sec- 
tion is In much better marketing po- 
sition thvin certain grape producing re- 
gions in New York and Ohio. 


"In those regions which specialize in 
grape 
culture, 
certain 
\vell-deilned 
channels of trade hâve become estalv 
llshed. 
It is the usual custom In such 
localities for vineyardltes to sell their 
grapes in wagonload lots to local deal- 
ers, or carlot assemblers at their load- 
ing stations, at the current 
market 
price, the contract system being very 
uncommon. 
These local dealers load 
the cars and sell to carlot receivers In 
city markets, who In turn sell to job- 
bers. 
Then the fauiit passes to the 
retail trade and 
finally 
reaches the 
consumers. 


Co-operative Associations. 


"Because of the iirm market posi- 


tion occupied by this coihmodlty in the 
leading producing sections 
of 
New 
York, Michigan and Pennsylvania dur- 
ing the past few years, local dealers 
have been able to dispose -of practi- 
cally all offerings on a f. o. b. basis 
by wire' orders, so that consignment 
has been the exception rather 
than 
the rule. 


"Co-operative shipping associations 
have been found to be most ^iccess- 
ful when handling crops of \vhich a 
few standard varieties ripen about the 
same time. 
Thus they have proved 
of great value In the grape industry 
in Michigan and a,lso in the leading 
grape-producing sections of Now York, 
Pennsylvania and the Mlssmiri valley. 
Tho co-operative association takes the 
place of the local dealex\ the associa- 
tion receiving the grapes direct from 
the producer on wire orders, to city 
carlot receivers. 
An additional fac- 
tor, a 
national distributing 
agency, 
sometimes comes between 
the' local 
buyer or the co-operative association 
and the city carlot receiver." 


Relative to the future of the grape 
industry, 
the 
government 
bulletin 
says: 


"The 
production 'of 
unfermented 
grape juice and of jams and jellies is 
utilizing an increasing tonnage eacli 
year and will do much toward using 
the surplus left by the cessation of 
wine production' 
These factories usu- 
ally buy their supplies direct from tiie 
producer on advance contracts, agree- 
ing to pay the current market price 
on the day of delivery. 
This method 
of sale is satisfactory from the stand- 
point of the producer, and. as the de- 
mand for manufactured grape prod- 
ucts at present exceeds the supply, it 
is not unreasonable to suppose that in 
the not very distant future the annual 
production 
of grapes may not ade- 
quately supply the table stock, and the 
juice, Jam and jelly trade."

SHOT TiiKor«ii iiiMirr 


Charles Wise, 12-year-old 
sou of 
Mr, nnd iVTrs. Charles Wise, of Ynrk 
Springs, was shot through the body 
and cTlmost instantly killed 
^unday 
afternoon shortly after 1 o'clock, \hc 
ball coming from the rifle in tho hands 
of some ihiknown person. 
Tho bullet 
entered the left side of his back and 
passed through his pody, perforating 
his lungs and heart. 
Who discharged 
tho riile which caused his d-aath has 
not been ascertained. 
With 
several 
other boys ho wen't to the bottom own- 
ed by P. H. Hershey, in the -aast end 
of the town. 
The party had just cross- 
ed the Codorus creek when tho boy 
cried out, "Oh my back," and as the 
others look'?d toward him he sank to 
the ground. 
No shot was heard by tho 
boys. 
His companions carried him to 
his home, bu't ho wa^ dead before th^y 
arrived tliere. 
Chief Burg^ass Caslow 
and Constable Shu. with a number of 
other men. formed a searching party 
and scoured tho bottom aJid neighbor- 
hood. but wens unsuccessful in their 
efforts to discover tho source of tlie 
shot which ended the boy's life.
